Claims 1-28 lack novelty under POT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by LEE et aL 


LEE et al teaches vessel 10 witti cap 20 having layer 30 made of a porous bag containing zeolite (molecular sieve) and an orifice 22, 


Claims 1-28 lack novelty imder PCT Article 33(2) as beh^ anticipated by RTTS. 




RITC teaches a vessel 50 with neck 54 and cap 10. The cap has apertures 38, porous layers 22, 26 and adsorbent k>«r 24^ which can 
contain activated charcoal or other materials. 


Claims 29-47 meet flie criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-<3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method of 
exmction in which a sample is provided in a vessel having a cap wifli an adsorbent layer, extracting a component to the adsorbent, 
placing the cap on a second vial having a solvent and eluting the conq)onent into the solvent
